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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 12-16 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 12-16 are allowed since there is no prior art of record that teaches or 
suggests a liquid crystal display device comprising a relationship of various elements as 
claimed with the specific allowable subject matter cited in the following claims: 

Claim 12: 

• a compensation film at least disposed between the pixel electrode and the thin 
film transistor substrate to contact the pixel electrode within a pixel region 

• wherein the compensation film compensates for phase variations of light 
transmitted through the liquid crystal material and is only located under the pixel 
electrode (which is interpreted as the compensation film only located under the 
pixel electrode, and not located on/above the thin film transistor region since 
there is no pixel electrode formed on/above the thin film transistor region, as in 
figure 8 of the current application - emphasis added) 

• wherein the compensation film is formed with a single uniform layer 
Claims 13-16 are allowed since they depend on allowed claim 12. 

Conclusion 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Hatano et al (US 6,320,629) disclose a liquid crystal display device comprising a 
compensation film disposed under and contact the pixel electrode. However, the 
compensation film disposed in the display region as well as in the thin film 
transistor region. Further, the compensation film composed of regions which do 
not provide a phase difference to incident light and other regions which provide a 
phase difference to incident light.
